MANILA, March 9.—Major-General Wood reports from Jolo 


as follows' A severe action has taken place between troops, a con- 


tingent of the naval department, the constabulary and a body of 


hostile Moros at Mount Dajo, near Jolo, opening on the afternoon 


of March 6 and ending on the morning of March 8 


The action involved the capture of Mount Dajo, a lava-capped 


cone 2100 feet high from the crater on the summit, extremely steep, 


the last 400 feet being at an angle of sixty degrees. Traversing its 


slopes are fifty perpendicular ridges covered with a growth of tim- 


ber, strongly fortified and held by an invisible army. 
ARflY AND NAVY CASUALTIES 


The army casualties were fifteen enlisted men killed, four com- 


missioned officers wounded and thirty-two enlisted men wounded.

ing the Pampanga, wounded m the foot, severe; Cockswain Gilmore, 


wounded in the elbow, severe 


The; constabularly casualties were: Captain John R 
White, 


wounded in the thigh, severe, three enlisted men were killed and 


thirteen wounded 
Captain Tyree Rivers sustained a flesh wound in 


the thigh; Lieutenant Gordon, wounded in the right hand, slight; 


Lieutenant Conway of the Sixth Infantry, wounded in the left eye, 


slight. The wounded are doing well 


The action resulted in the destruction of a band of 
outlaws 


recognizing no chief that had been raiding friendly Moros on the 


target range at Jolo, and through defiance had stirred up a danger- 


ous condition of affairs 
Colonel Joseph W. Duncan of the Sixth 


Infantry directed the operations. 
SIX HUNDRED BODIES FOUND 


All of the defenders of the Moro stronghold were killed and six 


hundred bodies were found in the works 
The artillery were lifted 


by a block and tackle a .distance of 300 feet into position on the lip 


of the crater. 


Brigadier-General Bliss and myself were present throughout the 


action. The attacking columns were commanded by Major Omar 


Bundy, Captain E P, Lawton, Captain Rivers, Captain L. M Koeh-

TROOPS ON ISLAND OF JOLO 


The last list of troops stationed in the Philippines at the War 


Department shows that on January 20 the following troops were 


stationed on the Island of Jolo: 


Companies I and L, Fourth Cavalry, and the Twenty-eighth 


Battery Field Artillery. Companies I, K, L and M of the Twen- 


tieth Infantry had been stationed at Jolo, but are understood ^to have 


been relieved by a battalion of the Sixth Infantry, commanded by

Assuming that the organizations were up to 
their normal 


strength, there were about 490 soldiers in the action besides the 


naval contingent, the strength of which is so far unknown. It is 


believed, however, that owing to the sick list and other causes there 


probably were not more than 400 of the military engaged. 
The 


strength of the constabulary is also unknown. 
NEVERTRODDEN BY WHITE HEN 


The official dispatch does not enable the authorities here to 


place exactly the scene of the combat. The only crater known on 


the island of Jolo is well toward the center of the island and some 


distance removed from the capital, which is on the seacoast. 


There is, however, near the city of Jolo, distant only five miles, 


a mountain answering closely, save for the crater, the description 


given in the dispatch. This mountain was controlled by two Dattos 


—Calbi and Joakinine, the latter one of the chieftains who signed 


the famous "Bates" treaty. 


The mountain is very steep and at its apex is a Moro fortress 


which had never been trodden by white troops. 
NO FEAR OF MORE TROUBLE 


Lieutenant-General Bates, chief of staff, who has seen service 


in the southern islands of the group and is well acquainted with the 


Jolo country, has no fear that this last trouble will extend through- 


out the group. In the first place, he says, there is no homeogenity 


among these island tribes, strong jealousies exist, and it has been 


impossible for them to cohere in opposition to the whites. 


It is also believed here, from the official dispatch, that the Moros 


attacked were really a set of robbers and that the action was un- 


doubtedly precipitated by General Wood's determination to exter- 


minate the mat any cost if they could not be otherwise exterminated. 
ANOTHER STORY OF BATTLE 


Another account of the fight near Jolo states that six hundred 


outlaw Moros were killed in the crater of the precipitous volcano 


five miles from Jolo. 


The Americans lost eighteen killed and fifty-two men wounded, 


including Captain Rivers of the Fourth Cavalry, Lieutenant Agnews 


of the Sixth Infantry, Lieutenant Gordon Johnson of the 
Signal 


Corps, Ensign Cooke, commanding the Pampanga, and Captain 


White of the Constabulary. 


The attack was under the immediate command 
of Colonel 


Duncan of the Sixth Infantry. -_ 


The fighting lasted two days among the lava ridges, which had 


been strongly fortified by the Moros. 


Artillery had to be'hoisted by means of ropes up the last 500 


feet at an angle of 60 degrees. General Wood highly commends 


the work of the troops. 
FIGHT IS ONE OF A SERIES 


SAN FRANCISCO, March 9.—Major General Corbin, recent- 


ly in command of the division of the Philippines, left his hotel early 


this morning before learning of the engagement near Jolo. In his 


absence, one of his aides, Captain J. A. Penn, of the Seventh In- 


fantry, who has just returned from the Philippines, after reading 


the Associated Press account of the fatal conflict, expressed himself 


as follow 


"I am grieved to learn that our casualties were so heavy, but 


am pleased at the fact that a substantial victory was achieved. The 


fi?ht is simply one of a series that have occurred in the work of paci- 


fying the islands. 


"It is not likely to lead to further engagements in the near 


future, as the Moros on the Island of Jolo are not united under any 


leader. They are grouped into small, bands, each under a. petty 


chief. One village may be destroyed without affecting its neighbors 


who seem indifferent to the fate of any except their own people.

H. Bliss. It was formerly commanded 


y Major-General Leonard Wood, who 
fterwards became commander-ln-chlef 
f the Philippine division upon the de- 
jarture of General Corbin. 


MORO FORT. 


Some of the army officers here -who 


lave served In the Jo'.o group »ay that 
Mount Dajo, the scene of the action, is 
ocated about fourteen miles from Jolo, 


the capital of the Uluit Jtorocorito i» 
on the very top of the mountain. Once 
before Its garrison of native* was In- 
duced to vacate the place by the ex- 
ercise of diplomacy, but heretofore no 
force has been able to capture It. 


The Sixth Infantry, which seems to 


have borne the brunt of the fighting, 
was from Fort Leavenworth, and has 
been In the Philippines about a year.

The number on 
Mindanao has been estimated as high as

"I do not anticipate that this fatal

situation. Certainly It will not affect the 
Filipinos, who are loyal and satisfied with 
the conditions surrounding them."

an Unlawful Com- 


bination. 


BAN FRANCISCO, March 9.—United 


States District Attorney Devlin yester- 
day allowed an Inspection of the com- 
plaint filed by him on the preceding day 
In the United States Circuit Court, ask- 
ing that the corporations forming the 
elevator trust should be enjoined from 
acting In furtherance of that trust and 
monopoly. 
Judge Morrow ordered that 


the defendants, 
whose 
names 
follow 


here, should appear and show cause at 
10 a. m., on March 26, 1D06, why a tem- 
porary injunction should not issue en- 
joining them from acting under the un- 
lawful agreeinei-ts or contracts set out 
In the bill of complaint ae to the trade 
and commerce in elevators between Cal- 
ifornia, Oregon, 
Washington, 
Nevada, 


and other States of the United States and 
the Territories of Alaska, Hawaii and 
other Territories and the District of Co- 
lumbia to hinder, restrain and destroy 
the trade In elevators and the commerce 
therein, or from entering into combin- 
ations of trusts to deprive the people of 
the United States of facilities, rates and 
prices for elevators produced in or ship- 
ped between the States as would be af- 
forded 
by 
unrestricted 
competition. 


Judge Morrow also ordered; that mean- 
time the corporations named should be 
restrained from doing any ol the acts 
set forth in the complaint. The com- 
panies thus enjoined are the following;

plaint and petition. The first Is that ol 
R. J. Davis, president of the Electrical 
Engineering Company of San Francisco, 
who says: 
"In April, 1901. N. P. Otis was chair- 


man of the board of directors of the Otis 
Elevator Company of New Jersey, with a 
branch office in this city. At that time 
the only corporations and persons engag- 
ed in the elevator business west of the 
Rocky Mountains were the Otis Elevat- 
or Company, "the Electrical Engineering 
Company, Cahill & Hall Elevator Com- 
pany, A. J. McNlcoll Elevator Company 
and W. L. Holman. 
"In April, 1901, affiant entered Into an 


arrangement with Otis to retire the oth- 
er companies from business, and to form 
a large corporation In which the Otis 
Elevator Company would hold a. control- 
ing interest and that affla.nt should be 
the head of the new corporation. 


"Affiant thereupon met in New York, 


W. D. Baldwin, president of the Otis 
Elevator Company, and formed with him 
the combination spoken of. 
The com- 


panies named were allowed to run os- 
tensibly as competing companies, but the 
Otis Company had control and Samuel 
Burger, assistant treasurer of the Otis 
Elevator Company, directed and Is di- 
recting aJl of said companies and allow- 
ed thereafter no one to moke a bid on. 
| any elevator work, but directed each 
company as to what Its bid must be'and

to 


I fight any small elevator company or con- 
cern that might put In a bid on ele- 
vator work in any State or Territory west 
of the Rocky Mountains; that when no 
opposition appeared all these companies 
were made to bid higher than the Otis 
Elevator Company, and in such cases It 
obtained tho contracts at exorbitant fig- 
ures; that when any real competition 
appeared, one of the three purchased 
companies or corporations was made to 
take the work at a loss; that deponent 
seeing that the minority stockholders of 
the 
Electrical 
Engineering 
Company 
were In a losing game and that its share 
of the work was not being apportioned 
to it and that said Otis Elevator Com- 
pany of the Pacific was never to be form- 
ed or started Insisted that It should buy 
out the shares of the minority stock- 
holders In said Electrical Engineering 
Company. ' This was done and the Otis 
people put the Electrical Engineering 
Company out of business."

Customer Is Shot by One 


of the Brutal 


Thugs, 


SAN FRANCISCO, March 8,—Four 


desperate highwaymen, young In years 
and armed to the teeth, held up and 
robbed the saloon of Henry Mailer at 
Fremont and Howard streets last eve- 
ning. The thugs were not content with 
securing all the plunder that was In 
sight, but one of them flred three shot*, 
at William Ellis, a. cigar box manufac- 
turer, who was seriously wounded In 
both legs, one of which will probably 
have to be amputated. 


The saloon held up IB located In a 
section frequented by sailors after the 
commercial patrons have retired from 
the district, but Muller has been in the 
habit of closl.ig early In the evening 
and was about to end his business for 
th day when two strangers entered. 
Each of these men ordered bear. 
In 
the saloon were Ellis and Jacob Govart 
of 330 Folsom street. Muller took two 
glasses from behind 
the bar and 
stepped In the 
direction of the beer 
taps. Immediately he heard the or- 
der, "Throw up your hands!" Turning, 
he saw the smaller of the two strangers 
pointing a pistol at Ellis' head. At the 
same time Gova.rt dashed past the two 
men and secreted himself In a rear 
room. 
The two robbers 
apparently 


paid no attention to Govart's move- 
ments, but the second of the duo di- 
rected his attention to Muller. 


TWO MORE ROBBERS ENTER. 
About the time that Muller wa» or- 


dered to throw up his hands and empty 
his cash register two other men en- 
tered. 
They were evidently compan- 


ions of the thugs and their first words 
were of caution concerning Muller and 
the man who was standing in front of 
the bar. The man who held the pistol 
in the direction of Ellis then instructed 
Muller to turn over whatever money 
and valuables he had. The saloon man 
opened his cash register and laid about 
$20 on the bar. Another of the thugs 
stepped behind the counter and pro- 
ceeded to search the proprietor. 
He 


secured about $80 In gold coin. 
Not 
contented with the result of their eve- 
ning's work, they then demanded that 
Muller surrender his watch and chain, 
also two gold rings that he was wear- 
ing at the time. One ring was set with 
a cameo, the other was a plain band 
wedding ring. 
After the thieves had 


wrenched the former off his finger he 
begged that the other, In consideration 
of,'his wife, be leffc him. One of the 
thugs acceded to his request and the 
work of looting the saloon was over. 
BRUTAL THUG WOUNDS ELLIS. 


The man holding the revolver then 


ordered Muller and Ellis into a rear 
room, saying that if any resistance was 
made he would discharge the weapon 
he held in his hand. 
Muller stepped 


from behind the bar and started in the 
direction indicated. 
Ellis 
followed. 


The proprietor had stepped inside the 
compartment and Ellis was scarcely on 
the threshold, when one of the robbers 
flred three shots In their direction. El- 
lis dropped immediately and Muller 
shouted that he Intended no resistance 
and begged for mercy. In a second all 
the thieves had disappeared, but it was 
several minutes before the saloon man 
dared to come out on the sidewalk and 
call for help. 
When Detectives Braig, Taylor, Mc- 


Gowan and Conlon arrived on the scene 
it was found that Ellis had been shot 
In both legs. The bullet that entered 
his right leg fractured both bones just 
below the knee, and the surgeons at 
the Harbor Hospital consider this in- 
jury serious and amputation is likely 
to follow. The bullet that entered the 
left leg grazed the bone, but splintered 
it in such a manner that serious results 
may follow from this also. 
The four men contemplated another 


robbery earlier in the evening In the 
saloon of Otto B. Mohr, according to 
the statement of the latter made to the 
police. Mohr's saloon 
la located at 


Main and Howard streets, and he says 
that shortly before the robbery com- 
mitted in Muller's saloon, four men, 
answering the description of the rob- 
bers, entered and asked for a drink. 
As he was about to serve them a spe- 
cial policeman looked in the door and 
asked if all was well. Mohr replied In 
the affirmative and the four customers, 
who are assumed by the police to be 
the parties who visited Muller later. 
left the place.

Mr. Scott's argument was directed 


mainly against the principle of the 
Government ownership of railroads, In 
which he Included the control of rates 
by the Government. He admitted that 
there are evils connected with the rail 
road system of the country, but said 
he would not vote 
for

pending 


railroad rate bill without a provision 
for ample court review.

Mr. Scott declared that as to the 


charge of unreasonable rates there Is 
practically no foundation. He referred 
:o the fear that the railroad consolida- 
tions would have the effect In the fu- 
ture of greatly advancing rates, but he 
expressed the opinion that that ques- 
tion could 'be dealt with when It pre- 
sents itself, if It ever does. 


"Should railroads by merger attempt 


to limit competition and thereby les- 
sen the opportunities for commerce, I, 
for one," he said, "would Insist on rad- 
ical action."

Discussing discrimination In favor of 


certain localities the Senator entered 
upon an analysis of the effort to pre- 
vent such 
discrimination 
In foreign 


countries. He gave especial attention 
to the German system, which he said 
had not been successful. 


Attention was called to personal dis- 


crimination, which the speaker said Is 
very little practiced. He characterized 
as a very pronounced evil the handling 
of one shipper's product at the ex- 
pense of another. He said: 


"This Is one of the worst evils o 


railroad management today. It should 
be eradicated, stamped out, even If the 
most stringent measures are necessary 
to accomplish thl send. I may digres- 
here for a moment 
to speak of th 


great coal Interests of the country am 
to express my belief that It Is a mos 
dangerous course for a railroad to pur 
sue, to he found as the owner of o 
participating In tile profits 
of 
an 


great tract of coal 'lands. 
This 


would hold true with any of the othe 
great necessities of life, and I bellev 
that the railroad In the future, as In 
the past, should devote itself entirely 
to its duties as a public carrier." 


RATE MAKING. 


"The problem of rate-making," 
he 


continued, 'Is the problem of com- 
merce, the problem of compromising 
the dally struggles going on between 
the different centers of the country It 
extends further than to the mers fixing 
of the price to be charged _'by one rail- 
way In carrying a ton of freight; It en- 
ters Into the very essence of our hap- 
piness and prosperity 
as a country. 


The more it Is studied, the more com- 
plicated the problem seems to be, and 
the more sure 
I am that the rate- 


making power Is safer in the hands of 
the railroads than It is in any body of 
men appointed for that purpose" 


MI- Scott said that the present In- 


terstate commerce law had oeen enact- 
ed with the end in view of accom- 
plishing most of the results promised 
for the Dolliver-iHepburn bill, and af- 
ter speaking of the number of com- 
plaints heard by the commission, said: 


CASES APPEALED. 


"These cases have all been appealed 


to the Supreme Court and the 'basic 
principles laid down by the Interstate 
Commerce Commission in nearly every 
case have been overruled. So, judging 
from the past, I am led to the conclu 
slon that the 
Interstate 
Commerce 


Commission would, If it had the power, 
establish the principles of the mileage 
tariff and of natural location. There- 
fore I cannot agree that a political 


commission appointed by a President, 
open to change at every general elec- 
tion, should have the power to fix rail- 
road rates 
on 
any 
such 
theories. 


Should the Dill now before the Senate 
pass without amendement, I think the 
people within a few years would find 
that It had met none 
of the Issues 


which It Is thought it would remedy." 


Outling his views as to what should 


be done, the Senator said: 


'I want the bill amended so that the 


coal operator of "West Virginia can 
open his mine, have that mine con- 
nected with a railroad, have his Just 
share of cars and thus have his prod- 
uct carried to the best market so the 
farmer of the "West can ship his sur- 
plus grain; the planter of the South 
dispose of his cotton, and the himber- 
.ian of the North of his timber, and 
hat these in turn can take their 
hare of the manufactures of the East, 
nd so that it will be plain that the 
allroads shall not be owners of coal 
ands, grain lands or any business en- 
erprlses, and that the small producer 
shall have an equal chance with the 
arge." 


He closed with tne declaration that, 


while he considered the railroad men 
more capable of regulating rates, he 
was willing to permit the experiment 
of a rate-making commission to be 
made, because of the popular demand. 
He added, however: 


OPPOSED TO POWER. 


•I am absolutely and unequivocally 


opposed to giving them 
that 
power 


without a provision for a broad and 
general court revision, to which the 
shipper and carrier can appeal when 
the rate designated Is unfair to either. 


I hold to such revision of the courts, 


since the history 
of the 
Interstate 


Commerce Commission has shown to 
my mind that the power of the court 
to review their decisions has simply 
saved this country from the experience 
of European countries. 
That experi- 


ence has shown that discrimination of 
a more serious nature than we have 
exists and proves conclusively that the 
results coming to us, had the Interstate 
Commerce Commission the power to 
enforce Its decisions, would have been 
disastrous beyond comparison."
